The Doyle^own Council, ataspeeial meet- 


ing last Monday evening, passed the ordin- 
ances i elating lo the opening of Shewell and 
Harvey avenues. The passage was secured 
after amendments changing the proposed 
widths of the si reels from fitly to thirty-three 
and i,,rty feet respectively.

By sheer grit and industry, with shrewd 
management, ho got out of debt. 


In tho business of agriculture and 


thin, aloue, mainly cotton raising, he 
boramo a rich man. Last year ho sold 
$20,000 worth of cotton. His laborers 
are black. He does not find thorn either 
la/y or drunken. 
A negro and a mule 


go together, and with this combination 
Mr Ray makes his farming pay. Ho 
rai.- f a 25 acres of cotton for every mule. 
HK laborers are summoned to and from 
wot k by a big boll, and they must an- 
swer it to tho minute. As punctual to 
timn and as faithful to hours as factory 
work people are tho laborers on Ray's 
farm, and ho requires thorn to bo so. It 
Is tho only way to bo successful, ho 
Bay.H After a lour of tho farm ho invit- 
ed tlio correspondent, Mr. P. J. Alorau, 
to diuo with him at a table on which 
every article of food except tho salt was 
raised on tho farm itself. 


Tho other model farm is described by 


Mr. Kdwin R. Sharpo. 
Tho money that 


went into it originally was acquired iu 
trade, but that makes it uono tho loss 
self .sustaining and successful now. 
It 


is near Carrollton, Oa., and is devoted 
mainly to stock raising and dairying, 
although thoro are on tho farm a grist- 
mill i hat pays tho owner $1,200 a year 
and L;,000 irnit trees. Tho owner of tho 
farm, Mr. Joseph Kiugsbory, has boon 
able to rcl'nto tho notion that Jersey 
cow.s will not thrive iu tho south. 
Ho 


has a line herd of registered Jerseys, 
also a largo number of blooded horses 
and hwiuo. Tho equine specialty of this 
bountiful plaeo is fine driving horses, 
for v. nich thuro is always a market. 
The lather of tho present owner bought 
tho larm in 1827, riding to visit it upon 
a Mui'gau horse that traveled DO miles a 
day. It is a pity there is not more of 
this unmo Morgan blood among horso 
stock of tho rosent day. 
Tho fine old 


Morgan's descendants are on tho 
bcry farm to this day. 


Great Instates In America. 
STATE POLITICS 


Th • tendency of men who have made 
Tlte Cn)ill»l Cnminlnloll 
forlujies in trado to acquire groat coun- 
try cttatos, in imitation of tho European 
landlird.han boon pronounced iu tho past 
25 yc.trs. The ge.'ioral plan has been for 
tho rich man to buy out a dozen or 20 
or iiO farmers and throw their lands all 
into one baronial estate. Lawns are laid 
out, driveways constructed, artificial 
lakes made, and miles of sightly land- 
scape are tho result. Tho former own- 
ers of tho farms meanwhile drift hoav- 
ou knows where, to tho factory, to tho 
city or pnrhnpa 1 or 9 out of 20 bocoruo 
teuaul farmers for tho great landlord 
and lire and work under his orders ou 
tho farms that they and their families 
have owned for generations. Tho land 
which formerly produced a living for 
from 20 to ;iO families becomes under 
the great estate system n mere play- 
ground for one family. It is removed 
from tho list of actually productive ag- 
ricultural lauds. 


It is a question well worthy of seri- 


ous consideration whether these groat 
(States of from O'OO to 10,000 acres are 
a good thing for tho economic develop- 
ment of this Union. Lawns there ought 


bo, beautiful landscapes there ought 


o bo, but when 1,000 acros of laud is 
removtd from produetivo agriculture it 
means that the families who before got 
their living from that, land urp thrown 
upon the labor market, to swell tho 
great army of tho unemployed. 


It is certainly best for tlio prosperity 


and the moral and intellectual well be- 
ing of our nation that there should bo 
great numbers of small, highly cultivat- 
ed, productive farms, owned and lived 
rm by intelligent country families pos- 
sessing all the comforts and many of tho 
luxuries of life, than that there should 
bo a fow great estates with one rich, ar- 
rogant landlord and a fow humble ten- 
ant farmers at his beck and call. 
It 


will bo a sorry result of a century of re- 
publican institutions, so called, if wo 
can show tho world nothing better than 
an American peasant farmer elass.

Evidence That Its"' Origin Is One of Great 


Antiquity. 


Tho lusso is of groat antiquity. It is 


said to Ijc depicted in tho ruins of Ninoveh. 
An early Persian manuscript, preserved in 
tho Esoorial, shows a sportsman (whom I 
suppose royal by his Olympian expression 
and cureless scat) in tho act of catching a 
wild tiss with a nicely plaited lusso. 
Tho 


monarch buftridosu rather "stocky" look- 
ing, dark colored horso, with four whi'o 
feet and ii white fiicc. A bow, quivers und 
a saber are hung from liin saddle, and a 
sortof housing half covers tho horso. How 
the wild ass is to bo restrained, even hy 
the hand of a monarch, is not at first flight 
evident, for the lasso is neither fixed to 
the saddle after tho ftishion of tho gauchos, 
nor is a half turn taken round tho pom- 
mel, in the style adopted by vaquoros in 
Mexico and Texas. Apart from thla do- 
tail, nil is as realistically set forth as It 
would be today in a photograph. 
The 


horse bears away from tho boast hissocd, 
and tho king sits u little to ono side, ex- 
actly as a Toxan cowboy or an Argentina 
giiucho sits under similur circumstances. 
Irises and narcissi spring up under the 
horse's feet, and an applauding group of 
angels peep out of u cloud, whilo in tho 
middle distance another Persian gaucho 
shoots an antclopo with an arrow while 
galloping at lull spcod. 


Tho Laplanders arc said to lasso thoir 


reindeer, and the Tartars and modern 
Australians use a rudimentary l.nsso fixed 
to a long polo in order to catch wild or re- 
fractory horses. Tho Poles, Crautlnns und 
Wallachians, with the Hungarians, seem 
to huvo used the lasso till tibout tho begin- 
ning of the present century. A picture by 
the German artist Hichtur shows Polish 
remounts for tho German cavalry being 
lassoed in the Zwingor at Dresden. 
The 


horses look as wild as a Texan "broncho" 
or an Argentina "gagual," mid tho atti- 
tude of men and animals und tho way the 
ropes aro coiled and thrown are identical 
with those adopted in Spanish America 
today. 
The Uisso appears to run through 


a ring in the pommel of tho saddle. It is, 
however, in Spanish America whore the 
art has boon most developed. This Is on 
account of the open country and the vast 
numbers of wild and semiwild horses 
which up to tho middle of tho present cen- 
tury overspread its plains.—Badminton 
Magazine.

Ono of tho flrsb acts of the omporor after 


the restoration of 1888 was tho promulga- 
tion of an edict abolishing tho laws against 
foreign religions? and their propagation 
among tho people; hence it came to pass 
that for the- first time in centuries tho doo- 
trino and tenets of Christianity could bo 
freely preached and taught in Japan. 
Mention of this momentous event natu- 
rally suggests some consideration of tho 
question of religious faiths in Japan and 
of their influence upon tho intellectual and 
moral growth of tho nation. Olio interest- 
ing fact immediately discloses itself, and 
that is that up to the time when Japan 
was closed to tho world foreign religious 
had not only been tolerated, but had even 
boon eagerly welcomed and espoused. This 
is notably true of Christianity and Bud- 
dhism. 
The latter was introduced about 


552 A. D. Until that time Shintoisia was 
tho only religion of the people. 


"The coming of Buddhism," as one of 


our historians says, "wrought a complete 
change in the mind of the nation. 
Hith- 


erto the people's conception of religion 
had been of a most rudimentary character. 
They merely believed that the gods must 
bo revered, relied on and feared. 
In their 


simple faith they attributed every happy or 
unhappy event,.every fortunate or unfor- 
tunate incident, to tho volition of tho dei- 
ties, to whom, therefore, they offered sac- 
rifices that evil might be averted." 
The 


transition from pantheism of this descrip- 
tion to belief in a faith which inculcated 
virtue and well doing nnd announced tho ' 
doctrine of future rewards and punish- 
ments might 
naturally bo regarded as 


ditllcult, hut it was accomplished in Japan 
in a surprisingly brief period. 
Tho intro- 


duction of Buddhism did not, however, 
destroy reverence for tho ancient Shinto 
fnith. 
The two existed side by side; in 


some cases they were even partially amal- 
gamated through the skillful adoption by 
Buddhist propagandists of some features 
of the Shinto belief as a part of tho Bud- 
dhist tenets —Torn Hoshi in Harper's 
Magazine.

-arricdoff the treasured volume, but could 
never obtain any tidings of him, and at 
cngth relinquished the effort and gave up 
ho book for lost. 


Five and twenty years afterward the 


book hunter, having returned to London, 
was one day strolling along the Old Kent 
road and peering about him, as usual, when 
ho came to tho shop of a dealer in old iron, 
near the then existent turnpike gate, 
which formerly stood nearly opposite tho 
burial ground. 
As he glanced into tho 


dingy depths of this shop he suddenly es- 
pied his lost translation stowed away upon 
a shelf. 
Hastily entering the shop he 


bought back his missing treasure for the 
sum of sixpence, which tho man of iron 
seemed to think himseif very lucky in get- 
ting in exchange for it.

Get- 
ting out this log is called "killing the 
Dutchman. " Tho men who clamber down 
the skidway, aided by their sharp pointed 
peayies and canthooks, take their lives in 
their hands ninny a time when they go to 
dislodge this log—the key to tho situation. 
Oftentimes when such a log is wedged in 
to a great jam in the middle of tho river 
after the spring drive has begun dynamite 
must be used in dislodging it, so great is 
the pressure of tho thousands of logsabovo 
it. 
"Killing the Dutchman" under such 


circumstances is a novel as well as a dan 
gcrous act.

But in truth the faithful, obedient tongue 
has nothing to do with our wicked and 
hasty words, our false witnessings and our 
mocklngs. Our prouoness to lay tho blame 
upon it is only another manifestation of 
that natural tendency to shift responsibil- 
ity which Father Adam first manifested in 
the garden of Eden. 
The tongue indeed! 


When did it utter naughty words un- 
prompted by a perverse and wayward 
mind? The trouble lies much deeper than 
with the tongue. 
It is imbedded in our 


very natures. 


So "holding the tongue" of itself is not 


sufficient 
Tho gossip must not be eon- 


tent with maintaining a martyrliko si- 
lence. He must eradicate his love of trivial 
things and substitute for it a broad and 
healthy Interest in great things. The man 
of hasty words must not be satisfied with 
choking back the hot invectives; he must 
cultivate a spirit of tolerance and gentle 
charity for all mankind. "Holding the 
tongue" ia only a virtue as it helps us to 
conquer tho desire to use it wrongly,— 
Philadelphia Times.

Each helps the other when the 
Mexicans attack them. 
Tho Mayas live 


principally by the chase, although they 
cultivate some corn and garden truck. 
The men are largo and well formed, and 
some of the women arc remarkably hand- 
some blonds.—Ohio State Journal.

Tobacco Smoke. 


Smokers may ba interested to know 


what it is they inhale in the fumes of the 
fragrant weed that soothes their irritable 
nerves.

told that it is made up of prussic acid, an 
alkaloid having "a delightful odor, but 
dangerous to breathe, and as poisonous as 
nicotine, since a dose of one-twentieth of 
a grain will destroy animal life, "and of 
aromatic principles "as yet 
undeter- 


mined, "but not bad as such principles 
go, inasmuch as they are not poisonous. 
The active element of tobncco smoke is 
nicotine, but it is contended that this fresh 
noxious element and which is dubbed 
"collidine," has for some time been over- 
looked. When tobacco is poor in nicotine, 
it may yet be most poisonous, for then the 
"collidine" in it will operate with vigor 
on the smoker.—Now York Ledger. 


Potaeh and Cheese. 


After keeping a small box of bicarbon- 


ate of potash in the kitchen cupboard and 
using it with cheese as much a matter of 
oourse'as salt all the nightmares of bad 
feeling produced by cooked cheese vanish.

A New Literature. 


Tho new cycle on which tholitcratnn 


of poetry, fiction and the drama has en- 
tered is n marked feature of tho present 
day spirit. Tho bravo and brilliant old 
romantic school whoso last exponent 
died when Victor Hugo laid down his 
pen was succeeded by tho realistic 
school, which finds its most marked ex- 
ample in Zoln. This so called realism 
had tho peculiarity that it dealt only 
with tho bad sido of reality, never the 
goi id. The result was n materialism, a 
horrible pessimism, which for a time 
threatened among intelligent people to 
BWunip oven holiof in tho immortality 
of I ho sotil. 


The reaction has como. It began 50 


yenrs ago in a small, hnmblo way. 
In 


the souls of tho common people, not al- 
ways consciously oven to themselves, it 
took tho form of a protest against tho 
fonnality and materialism which had 
engulfed science and every phase of hu- 
man thought. While science proclaim- 
ed that thought was a secretion of tho 
brain tho protest grow louder and loud- 
er. This protest, starting among tho 
lowly, has at length tho beginning of a 
literature, and a noble ono, of its own. 
Its representative in Russia is Tolstoi, 
in Norway Ibsen. It has two or three 
prominent writers among the leaders 
of young France; in tho Netherlands 
Maurico Maeterlinck, novelist and dra- 
m.V ist. In England Mario Corelli, in her 
peculiar way, stands out as tho prophet 
of the new literature. In America we 
havo as yet no loader, though for half 
a century we had ono who was tho 
noblest of them all, Emerson. Ho was 
greater than his own countrymen have 
evet realized. 


Tho literature which will como upon 


the stage with tho twentieth century 
recognizes first of all the soul of man. 
It appeals directly to this. Tho body of 
tho man is merely the expression of this 
soul, which is tho man himself. The 
awakening and tho development of 
man's intellectual consciousness to the 
point where ho can commune with his 
own soul and through it with what Em- 
erson called tho oversou!, the infinite, 
all pervading spirit of the universe— 
this is tho doctrine of tho now litera- 
ture. It is joined to a spiritual mysti- 
cism which embraces both the mysti- 
cism of the early Christians and of the 
oriental philosophy. For the attainment 
of i ts ends it inculcates a lofty purity 
of life, a keeping down and control of 
the body and a noble altruism which 
must perforce make the golden rule its 
conduct of life. At any rate this is an 
improvement on the yellow literature. 


Turn an X ray on yourself occasional- 


ly to see whether there are any hidden 
lesions iu yonr temper, any leaky valves 
in yonr conscience and any imperfectly 
repaired fractures of tho golden role 
about

Hu Ijecamo a poacher

Jlo took farmers' horses from 


he s'nhlcH and rodu them away thut lie 
niirhi enjoy tho liuu nntl cry raised ovor 
IOINI; Ihlevos. 
Ho disguised liinisulf and 


• toppid travelers on tlio highway and pnvo 
.ho newspapers and the tavern loungers 
loiiii'l hiti£ to talk about. In olio way and 
inolhiT before ho WHS 20 years old he hud 
iost his father £1,000 and made himself 
Kitonotis, though no one believed him vl- 
iloiifi. 
One night wla-n poaching ho acci- 


li'lltally wounded a framokwpor, ami for 
his hn was sentenced to 20 years of penal 
ervltntlo. 
Tills was In the clays when 


upland sent her felons tn Australia, imd 


in duo time yomiK Thorpe landed with 
others at Botany Bay. 


JIov-' long tho Innkeeper's son remained 


with tho convicts 1 do not remember, nor 
mm I rut-nil tlio particulars of his CbC-npo 
When 1 first met him, nnd, in fact, when 
I first heard his story, I was hording .sheep 
on tho JJogiin river, in tlio ptxninec.s of 
Now r-'outh Wales, iiUO miles to tho north- 
west of Sydney. I had a herd of 2,000 
sheep in charge nml was living alono in a 
rudo slmnty Jo miles from any other herd- 
er or v.-luto man. 
Those wero tho piilmy 


(Inys of bushrangers, but I had boon curo- 
fully coached as to how to treat thorn in 
case ol a call, and also knew it to bo H fact 
that they seldom ofJuml violonco to herd- 
ers. 


One evening nfter my herd had been 


roundi-d up and I wns cooking my supper 
a lone bushranger walked in on mo. Ho 
had such n youthful lat'o that I nt first 
took him for some stockman's son, but as 
ho shared my meal ho told mo Ins story 
Ho wns young Thorpe, tho innkeeper's 
son, and ho had than U-u-n in the bush sov- 
eral 11,0111 hs. 
lie had no complaints to 


muko about his Rontcnco or how ho had 
been used at the penal colony. Ho was in 
good health, full ol flood nature, and Ins 
convict lifo had not hardened his heart. 
At thnt time ho was alono, thouph he had 
a splendid horse and a good oulllt of fire- 
arms, llo made not thoslightust hesitation 
In telling mo his history and his future 
plans. 


Tho lifo of a bushranger just suited his 


adventurous spirit, and ho said he would 
not gh e it up if offered a free pardon. Wo 
did nol exactly enter mloan offensive nnd 
defensive alliance, but before ho went 
away it was tacitly understood that ,'. 
would (,'ivo no information to tho authori- 
ties mid in return 1 was not to be dis- 
turbed. In thy early days of sheep herding 
in Australia the lu-rdur who did not make 
some snrtof compromise with bushrangers 
was not sure of Ins life for a week. 


Young Thorpe had no sooner taken to 


tho Iniih than ho was given tho title of 
"Captain Charlie " For tho first seven or 
eight months he had no companion. Dur- 
ing this time all his work was on the 
highway. 
Jlo held up .several stages and 


half n hundred travelers, and on three oc- 
casions shot men from their saddles. 
Ho 


had the reputation uf being brave to reck- 
lessness and of being a square man. 
lie 


wo.ild not rob a poor man, nor would ho 
shoot unless fired upon first. If he stopped 
a stago and thoro wero women passengers, 
ho treated them with tho utmost courtesy. 
Ho would tako nothing from a settler 
without, paying for it, and now and then 
he gave them warning that tho natives 
wero out on a raid and gave them time to 
prepare for defense. 


As a matter of fact, Captain Charlie, 


though an escaped convict, with n rowiml 
on his head, and a bushranger and an out- 
law, with additional rewards offered for 
his capture or death, was looked upon 
with such favor b.y herders and settlers 
that tho mounted police hunted for him in 
vain. 
He would probably iuno continued 


to work alono had It not been for an 
escaped convict named Treat. 
This man 


was thoroughly vicious and had not a re- 
deeming trait In escaping trom the penal 
settlenn nt ho killed two of tho guards, 
nnd ho was no sooner in tho bush than ho 
gathered around him five or six other hard 
cases and began a merciless war on all 
outsiders. 


In three months they killed eight trav- 


elers, se'tlors and herders, and, nut content 
with highway robbery, they looted stores, 
taverns nnd farmhouses und applied the 
torch in sheer wantonness. Looking upon 
Captain Charlie ns a namby pain by fellow, 
who wui unworthy ot being called a bush- 
ranger, they sought to hunt him down 
nnd kill him. In gulf defense ho organized 
a band of his own, numbering five, and, 
though they wero pretty tough fellows, he 
hold them well in hand and would permit 
of no violence when it could be avoided. 
Tho first meeting between tho two bunds 
took plncc on my range. 


Trent hntl somehow heard that I was 


friendly to Captain Charlie. 
Ho mode n 


night rldo of Ho miles with his band to kill 
1110 and destroy tho herd. 
Tho captain 


heard ol his intentions, and justatsunriso 
ono morning both bands rode out ot tho 
scrub within 50 rods ot my hut. A fight 
took pin™ nsonce, and within ten minutes 
Treat's band wns driven off with tho loss 
of three men 
Captain Chnrlie had ono 


man killed nnd *wo wounded. The latter 
woro made ns comfortable as possible In a 
temporary shelter in the thicket, and for 
two weeks I assisted ono of the band to 
givo them finch attention ns I could. Dur- 
ing this interval tho captain called every 
two or throo days. Ho was always the 
same—jnlly, good nntured nnd hopeful. 
If I tried to lend tho conversation into a 
serious channel, as I eometimes-did, hav- 
ing a real liking for tho mnn and feeling 
conccrntd ns to his future, ho would listen 
for a moment and then laughingly say: 


"No more of that, please. I thoroughly 


enjoy this sort of lifo, but no matter how

Captain Charlie nsulo and had a long and 
earnest conversation with him. Ho wiirned 
him thut it was only a question of weeks 
or months when he would be shot d:nvn In 
the busii or captured and hanged. If tho 
bushranger would surrender, every inOu- 
eneo would be brought to bt-nr to shorten 
his sentence and secure n full pardon. The 
lieutenant of policoudded hisurgumentsto I 
those of the judge, but Captain Ohurlio re- 
spectfully replied that ho hud decided on ! 
his course and nothing could chiingu him. I 
It was a wild, adventurous life ho hud al- | 
wiijs craved, and tho fnct that his lite was 
at stake added additional charm 
) 


An adventure much talked of through-' 


out New South Wales was the "bailing 
up" of n band of Hi mounted police, n ho 
had followed Captain Charlie und three of 
his men into the hills. 
Worn out with JJO 


hours' of hard riding, tho entire .band of 
police fell asleep at night in their camp 
Tho bushrangers crept in on them und run 
oif their horses and removed every (irenrm 
nnd then vanished Kvery one could ha\o 
been killed as ho slept, but no one was 
harmed 


On another occasion Captain Chnrlic 


learned that two bushrangers who had 
lately set up in business in Ins territory 
had made prisoners ol three men and oheir 
wives, who were traveling by stage, and 
were holding them in the hills for ransom. 
He made a ride of 40 miles with his men 
and finally found the captives 
As tho 


bushrangers refused to give them up with- 
out ransom the captain paid over to them 
the sum of JS.OOO in gold and escorted tho 
grate!ill people to the nearest farmhouse. | 
He then returned and warned the two tres- 
passers to leave his terntui-y, and wlnlo 
making their wny north the" wu-ii^cup- 
ttired by the police. 


In only one Instance did this chevalier 


of the bush betray a spirit of revenge 
A 


settler whom ho had several times bo- 
fnended put the police on his track, and 
in escaping pursuit lie rode his liivorito 
horse to death 
Later on he captured his 


betrayer on the highway and tied him to 
utree.iml gave him u terrible whipping 
A police captain boasted that if he ever 
got sight of the outlaw he would shoot 
him down instead ol trying to capture 
him 
Ono day Captain Charlie rode up to 


the polite station when the ollirrr was 
there \\ ith two of Ins men and drove them 
into a room and turned the key 
Before 


doing so he Ujnk tlieollicer s pistols, badge 
and cup, and these relies were allerwurd 
exhibited to many settlers und traxelers 
In holding up n stage a passenger who was 
carrying a large sum ol money lor another 
parly was rclicu-d cil it 
The messenger 


was unvsu-d as having embc//ltjd (he 
money, and hih reputation us nn honest 
man was in a lair way to be ruined n hen 
Captain Charlie rend ol the case in tho 
nuuspapi'i-.s nnd at once returned the f u l l 
sum, accompanied by his card undeompli- 


For a period of two ycnra and a half 


Ciiptain Charlie held full sway In the dis- 
trict, hotly purs'iicd most of tho time, but 
always escaping. Bututlnsthis timocnmo, 
as it came to all others of his ilk. There 
was a (juam'l in his bund nnd it divided. 
Ho came to my hut with a companion one 
night nt midnight, and after 1 had pre- 
pared them n meal thfcy lay down nnd 
slept until daylight. Meanwhile the men 
who had broken away got word to the po- 
lice, and at daylight the bluecoats wero 
in ambush around the hut. As the two 
men stepped out they wero shot down In 
their trucks, und both were dead when tho 
officers got to them. 
Somewhere among 


the hills Captain Charlie had planted 
plunder believed to amount to $5O,000, 
but though it hua been searched for by 
scores of men for tho last 35 years it has 
never been found.
